On on Wednesday, the 28th Deoember, at 
Ohat Par-lin, 8 placo about ‘five miles be- 
low Tak-hing on the West River, ‘ 
Tho Chung Ox is o amall Chinese steamer 
of about 70 tons burthen, running between 
‘Canton and Wuchow, On tho 28th Decem- 
ber, she left Wachow for Canton with pase" 
sengers for various ports between thore and 
Canton. It appears that ten pirates board- 
ed her at Wuchow, as passengers, and. at 
Do"Sing several more came on board with 
some large earthenwate jars, which they 
said contained food, All wont well until 
efter tho vessel had passed Tuk-hing. 
Then the. pirates commenced busincas at 
Chat Par-lin, They broke the jars and in 
one there were revolvers and.in tho other 
amranition, : a 
* The Chinese captain got hol of a pistol, 
and waa holding it out of one of the wheet- 
house windows ready to stivot anyone who 
came along, but one of the pirates crept 
softly round the honse and grabbed. tho 
pistol beforo the captéin was able to make 
use of its. ‘The pirates then shot and ‘mor- 
tally wounded him, and'whilst he was lying 
helpless on thie deck they opened his jacket 
and emptied sll tho chambara of a revolver 
into his stothach. After he was dead, thoy 
cut off two fingers ond two toca... One 
sailor was wounded in the shoulder by a, 
bullet, and ancther man in the thigh. ‘The 
“pirates then took all the valuables, money 
and clothes from the passengers,.and left 
the vessel at Du Kee, a place about a mile 
below Yuet Sing. The passongorsa refused 
to goon to Canton, ond tho rteamer was 
headed for Tuk-hing Aa the officials 
there seemed to be unable to do anything, | 
the vessel was steéred to Wuchow, whero 
the affair. was zeported to tho’ officials.
